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Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


During 1970 more houses were built both by private developers 
and by the council than in any recent year. Good progress was also made 
with grant aided improvement to older property. Between them these factors 
indicate an appreciable improvement in housing, combined with a population 
increase by inward migration. It is probable indeed that the population 
increase will have exceeded the figure estimated by the Registrar General, 
and that the high birth rate shown in the tabulated statistics may be due 
nore to underestimation of population than to high fertility. Apart fron 
the high birth rate the vital statistics for the year are in fact excellent. 
The apparently outrageous figure of 167 for illegitimate infant mortality 
is attributable to the encouraging drop in illegitimacy from a rate of 
8.0 to 4.5. Infact only one illegitimate baby died, but because there were 
only 6 illegitimate births it represents a high proportion of the relevant 
population, All the other indices of health show that 1970 was an unusually 
good year. There is however always room for improvement, and the occurence 
of 49 cases of measles which could and should have been prevented by 
vaccination illustrates one of these, Although measles is only rarely fatal 
potentially serious complications are surprisingly common, occuring on 
average in one of every fifteen cases. It is very much wiser and safer to 
undergo an infection with the harmless virus used as a vaccine than with 
the natural virus, and it is to be hoped that in time acceptance of this 
proceedure will become as good as is acceptance of the attenuated live 


poliomyelitis virus which has so effectively controlled that disease. 


Another infectious disease which must cause us some concern is 


enteritis due to pathogenic strains of E. coli. Not being a "notifiable 
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discase" its control presents some difficulty. One of the two infant 

deaths which occured during the year was caused by it, and other cases 

are known to have occured in the town. There have been many recent instances 
in other areas where this infection has caused serious outbreaks in 
hospitals, causing numbers of babies to die and making it necessary to 

close down Matemity Units. As we centralise obstetric care in large 
District General Hospitals the potential danger from such outbreaks will 


increase. 


E. coli is a normal inhabitant of the bowel, and indecd may play 
a useful part in breaking down or helping to digest some foods. A few 
strains of the germ which can only be distinguished from the ordinary 
harmless foms by special tests have been incriminated as causes of 
infantile gastro-—entecritis. They do not as a rule cause any symptoms in 
adults, who are usually only carriers, but they may be one of the causes 
of the "travellers diarrhoea" which spoils so many peoples holidays abroad. 
Because E, coli is not usually a cause of disease in adults laboratories 
do hot test specimens for the pathogenic strains unless specially requested, 
and because the disease is not "notifiable" we are not routinely advised 
of such infections. Where a patient is treated in the infectious discases 
hospital I am however advised of admissions and discharges irrespective 
of whether the disease is notifiable. In this way I learned that a baby 
which had recovered from the symptoms of E. coli enteritis in hospital 
but while still excreting the causative gem was about to be discharged to 
a home. I also know that the parents worked as food handlers selling a 
vulnerable kind of food to people from a wide area and was able to 
intervene. In this instance the type of food sold was subject to regulations 
which made it possible to stop the parents working until they were shown 
to be free of infection and the hospital, on learming of the circumstances 
were most helpful and kept the child until bacteriologically cleared. 
Although this incident cost you as a council a modest sum in compensating 
the parents for loss of ecamings while barred from trading this expense 
was trivial in comparison with the possible consequences had toad borne 


dissemination of this organism led to an outbreak and the infection been 
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carried into the Maternity home by either a patient or a menber of staff. 

I remind you of this incident for two reasons. The first is that it was 
only because the particular food involved was covered by section 23 of the 
Food and Trugs Act 1955 that we had power to take the precautions we did, 
since most of our powers relate only to notifiable diseases. ‘he second is 
to draw attention to the fact that general hospitals still do not advise 
public health authorities of non=-notifiable infections, and had this 
patient been in the general hospital and not the isolation hospital we 


should not have known about it until far too late. 


There would appear therefore to be a sound case for naking 
enteritis due to pathogenic strains of E. coli a notifiable disease, and, 
also requiring all isolations of the organisms to be notified to the 
Medical Officer of Health. 


A local order under section 52 of the Health Services and Public 
Health Act 1968 would not solve the problem because it would not apply to 
carriers, because the hospitals are not within our area, and because 
differences in local requirements tend to cause confusion. In recent years 
there have been a number of serious outbreaks involving hospitals in 
Manchester, Middlesborough and Wakeficld. There will undoubtedly be others 
in the future unless our measures to facilitate the control of such 
infections are tightened up. Bacteria do not respect administrative 
boundaries be these between hospital and local authority or between 
different local authorities. Although co-operation improves when an 
emergency has made it necessary poor communication between hospitals and 
health departments has undoubtedly been a factor impeding control in the 
early stages of many outbreaks, Some means of ensuring that public health 
authorities are advised of people found to be excreting pathogenic strains 
of BE. coli so that they can check that they or their household contacts are 
not employed as food handlers would surely be a sonsible precaution, and 
could go a long way towards reducing the risk of rapid and widespread 
dissenination of infection. It would significantly reduce the risk of a 
wonan picking up the infection in late pregnancy and taking it with her 


into a maternity unit where its consequences could be devastating, Theo 
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seriousness of these infections is illustrated by the rapidity with which 
one of the twins who developed E. Coli enteritis in Barton in 1970 died. 
The other twin fortunately recovered. E. coli Type 086 was found in both 
twins, in the reconstituted powdered milk in their feeding bottles, and 
in the faeces of both parents, but not in the milk powder or in faeces 
from other relations or contacts. The severity of the discase in this 
instance was probably augmented by a high infecting dose due to bacterial 
proliferation in feed which was kept for some time after mixing. The 
incident illustrates the potential danger of food born transmission. 
Adults become carriers but seldom develop symptoms. They can ecasily and 
inadvertantly pass on the infection, and our only powers to intervene are 
those provided by Section 41 of the 1961 Public Health Act. 


A cause of some concern during the year was the unprecedented 
rise which was found to have occured in the nitrate content of our drinking 
water. This came to light when suspicion was aroused by unexplained 
cyanosis in a 12 day old bottle fed baby. Fortunately the level of nitrate 
in our water only rose to 13 ng/L N as (NO3) and then levelled off. Such 
levels are generally accepted as safe for distribution and use in infant 
feeding. It is however the normal practice of mothers to make up their 
baby foods with water which has been boiled in the kettle, and as kettles 
are seldom emptied and frequently certain residues of water which has 
been boiled repeatedly an unpredictable degree of concentration of salts 
occurs as a result of evaporation. Following advice against the use of 
kettles no further cases of unexplained cyanosis occured in the town. 

There were however three reported instances of unexplained cyanosis in 
nearby areas supplied from the same source. In each case water from a 


kettle had been used to prepare the baby's food. 


Nitrates, even in far higher concentration than that present in 
our water are not belicved to be harmful to health. Indeed man has for 
years used nitrates in the curing and preservation of ham and bacon. It 
is only since the introduction of dricd milk products for the feeding of 
infants that illness attributed to nitrate rich waters has been noted. 


Research has shown that certain harmless bactcria whose spores are present 
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in milk powders reduce the nitrate to nitrite. It is the nitrites so 
formed which cause the conversion of some haemoglobin in the blood into 
nethaenoglobin which lacks the capacity to take up oxygen and imparts the 
characteristic blue colour to an effected baby. This blue colour becomes 
noticeable when one part in twenty of the hacmoglobin in the blood has been 
so converted, but it is only when more than a third of the haemoglobin is 
affected that the health of the baby becomes threatened. The condition is 
therefore easily recognised long before any hazard to life occurs, and as 
it responds rapidly to appropriate treatment risk to the baby can be 
completely averted provided medical advice is sought as soon as a child is 
seen to be blue. The condition does not affect breast fed babics, or babies 
who are fed on evaporated milk, but is confined to those whose feeds are 


made from the powdered milk preparations. 


As soon as the rise in nitrate levels came to light doctors and 
nurses were alerted. We had not at that stage any means of predicting how 
much higher the nitrate concentration would rise, and so as a safety precautio 
contingency plans for the bottling of low nitrate water for special 
distribution to homes where there were young bottle-fed babies were made by 
the Enginecr to the Water Board. In the event, however, the rise levelled 
out long before the danger point was reached, and these plans have never had 


to be implemented, 


Investigations commissioned by the Water Board have since shown 
that the risc in nitrate levels is a consequence of intensive agriculture 
in the catchnent area for our boreholes. As cconomic circumstances make 
such intensive agriculture necessary it seens likely that until these 
change nitrate levels in water, both in our area and elsewhere in the country, 
will remain higher than in the past. There is, however, some evidence that 
the benefits of high inorganic fertiliser application are of only limited 
duration, Their continued use may, it appears, lead to loss of humus and 
to problems of compaction and erosion of the soil. Consequently there is 
some hope that farm economy may require reversion to organic fertilisers 
which release their nitrogen gradually and carry less risk of the leaching 


from topsoil into underground strata of large amounts of nitrogen. Our 
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earlier fears that the quality of underground water might continue to 
deteriorate may prove to have been ill founded. Nevertheless the position 
does require constant vigilance, and very frequent analyses of the water 
are now being conducted, and will continue so long as the situation warrants 
Se 

In all other respects the quality of the town water supply was 
above reproach. Before distribution the water is chlorinated to kill any 
bacteria which may gain access to the aquifer. Its hardness is adjusted 
to about 225 mg/L CaCo3 which seems to be an acceptable compromise between 
the requirements of a hard water to reduce nortality from cardiovascular 
disease and soft water for washing. The Fluoride concentration is raised 
to a level of about 1.0 ng/L F in order to protect growing childrens teeth 
from decay. It is thus as near to an ideal water as current scientific 


knowledge and technology can make it. 


Being situated in a slight hollow in the edge of the wolds 
Barton is subject to smoke pollution at times when meteorological 


conditions are unfavourable. 


You will all have scen this when approaching the town from the 
top of Ferriby hill. The principal cause is the burning of soft bituninous 
coal in open fires in houses, and consideration should be given when 
availability of solid smokeless fuels becomes more favourable to the 
inplementation of the councils powers under the Clean Air Act. 
Surprisingly few complaints are made about smoke pollution however, and 
far more public concern is expressed on the rare occasion when freak 
weather conditions cause loops of the plune from the high chimney of the 
nitric acid plant at the chemical factory to descend on parts of the town. 
The enissions from this plant in fact compare most favourably with those 
from other nitric acid plants and on most occasions there is only a wisp 
of yellowish vapour to be seen near the chimney top. There are however 
rare occasions when the plume is denser as a result of malfunction, and 
although the gasses are released at a height of 220 feet which should 
ensure adequate dispersion we do occasionally get air turbulence which 


brings loops of the plume down to ground level causing transient nuisance 
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in limited areas in the town. Measurements using Drager tubes on such 
occasions have not so far revealed concentrations high enough to endanger 
human health, but occasional reports of damage to foliage of trees and 
shrubs do indicate the need for vigilance. Compared with the anount of 
nuisance caused by NO? emmissions fron factories in other areas that 
experienced in Barton has hitherto been trivial and we have every reason 
to be grateful to the firm in question for the good design and management 
of a plant which might otherwise cause serious problems. Let us hope that 
they will be able to improve even on their present standards of excellence 
and find some means of preventing the rare occasional incidents which do 


give cause for conplaint. 


Mr. Kirk and Mr. French continued to devote considerable 
attention to the supervision of food premises and enforcement of the food 
hygiene regulations, and as a result of their efforts some 43 contraventions 
of the regulations were remedied. There can be little doubt that their 


efforts have contributed to the towns frecdom from food poisining incidents. 


The refuse collection service continued to provide the excellent 
and reliable service to which the town has now become accustomed, and has 
been able as a result of the introduction of the paper sack system to 
absorb the additional load due to new building without any increase in 


staff or reduction in frequency of collection. 


I am indebted to Mr, Kirk for the details of work carried out by 
hinself and Mr, French a summary of which occupies the latter pages of this 


report, and which I commend to your notice,

During 1970, 42 houses were made fit for human habitation or had 
defects remedied either by formal or informal action, 4 houses were made 
subject to Closing Orders and 1 to a Demolition Order, Applications for 39 
improvement and standard grants were approved, an increase of 11 on the previous 
year's total, 


All food premises were again inspected and 4) defects were remedied, 
A 100% meat inspection service was maintained as usual, 


Although 139 new houses were built during the year it was found 
possible to reduce the number of men employed on refuse collection from 5 to 4 
and maintain the weekly clearance of the town's refuse for the 12th, year in 
succession, This was mainly due to the progressive changeover to paper refuse 
sacks which provide a more efficient means of collection and the reduction in 
labour costs paid for 55,000 paper sacks, almost half of the total now being 
purchased each year, 


The task of keeping the Dam Road tip tidy increased and multiplied 
during the year as the public were made aware of their right to take refuse to 
the tip for disposal, Nearly 20 cars were left by their owners during the year 
and, in spite of notices asking people to take refuse to the tip face, heaps of 
rubbish were left at the tip entrance or in the dyke every weekend and on most 
evenings, 


This resulted in overtime being worked by the attendant and a 
substantial increase in the hire of earthmoving equipment. By the end of 1970 
it was already becoming clear that consideration should be given to the purchase 
of a digger/loader by the Council as a means of providing a better refuse 

~disposal service more economically. 


In conclusion, I wish to pay tribute to Mr, French for his unstinted 
help throughout. the year, which frequently extends beyond normal working hours, 
and to Mrs, Cox and Mrs. Robertson for the efficient discharge of their duties 
and unfailing courtesy to members of the public.
